caused the indictments herein has 
been entirely broken np and stoppeo, 
and these defendants hereby pledge 
themselves to this conrt that they are 
not in any wise connected with said 
oflenaes, and will not be in the Intnre. 

“Ed Alvey.” 

Upon that solemn promise, m*de 
In open conrt, made in writing and 
spread upon the records ol this conrt 
a little over two yeara ago, tbe Com- 
monwealth ‘a Attorney arose in hisj 
seat and moved to dismiss all of these 
cases, In tbe exarcive of that discre- 
tion, nnder the court, vlth which he 
is invested by the law. The Com- 
monwealth's Attorney snd the Conn- 
ty Attorney, Mr. Morto-i V. Joyes, 
and tbe other gentlemen who were 
connected with them were present, 
snd they all thought that the gamb- 
ling situation had been closed. I 
want to say to yon that I reu.~*iber 
lew days in my Die when I was hap- 
pier or prouder than on that day when 
1 entered that order, because I believ- 
ed that there had been accomplished 
by me, through the officers of this 
conrt, what had never been accom- 
plished hefote — thst gambling had 
swept from among the crimes of the 
city ol Louisville. 

This la the Mr. Ed Alvey, who 
broke thia solemn promise to the 
conrt, whom it is now said this conrt 
has discriminated against, and that 
this conrt is persecuting. His biog- 
raphy was pnblished In the Courier- 
Jourdsl yesterday, and in that biogra- 
phy it is said thst he landed in Lonis- 
ville in 1891 "broke”— without s 
cent; that he started a gambling game 
then; thst he lived high; that he was 
generous with hla money, and that 
be now has bnt lately fitted up the 
Kingston at an expense ol $10,000, 
and that be is worth in cash $75,000 
—all made in Lonisville by openly 
and notoriously breaking the law 
againatgambling. That man in his 
own biography says he has been in 
Louisville for ten years; that be has 
never been fiued a cent, and that tbe 
only Indictment that was ever 
brought In against him, before this 
last Indictment, was dismissed by the 
conrt upon his promise never to break 
the law agaio; and that he has thns 
acquired the princely fortune of $75,- 

000 in cash, 

Trnely, gentlemen, to teoder souls 
this must seem a hard, hard prosecu- 
tion. 

ALVRY’s $7S,ooo. 

Can anyone tell who paid In that 
$75,000? Can anyone tell fclw much 
misery It messures — how many homes 
have been ruined — how many hearts 
have been broken — how many old, 
gray-headed people have been brought 
down in sorrow to the grave, in the 
accumulation ol this $75,000 in tbe 
hands oi this persecuted man? It will 
never be known. There will he no 
account cast of it at any bar in this 
world. Bat we can let onr imagi- 
nations ran along the line of iniamy, 
and we can have s fair idea ot whst It 
has cost to accumulate it. 

I want to say to yon, gentleman, as 
Judge of this conrt that I have never 
known a boy a to go wrong, to default 
and rob his employer, to be arraigned 
tor it at this bar, that gambling waa 
not the direct cause of his downfall. 
Yon may figure It np; the annals of 
this court will bear me oat, that every 
man who has defaulted and robbed his 
emploper, let it be a bank or a trast 
company, a business house or a man- 
ufacturing concern, has been brought 
to that rain by gambling. Therefore 

1 say that the Commonwealth's At- 
torney exercised, in my opinion, a 
wise dlstretion when he permitted 
these young men, who were bnt the 
hirelings snd tools of this master spir- 
it, to go free in order that the man 
who was behind the game should be 
exposed and brought to justice; and I 
indorse that policy, and I shall cer- 
tainly adhere to It In the future. II 
there be a discrimination between 
gamblers It shall be In favor of tbe 
man who merely works for wages as 
against the man who hires him and 
who seta np the game; and ii that be 
a crime let me hasten to plead gnllty 
and glory in my infamy. 

Insofar as It la intimated that this 
court has rllscrimiuated between one 
set of gamblers and another, I desire 
to state to yon, upon the honor ol a 
man, that that ia untrue. Ido not 
know what Mr. Alvey's politics is. I 
never heard which party he affiliated 
with. I nevr saw him until he waa ar- 
raigned thia last time. I never spoke 
to him except to grant him a favor in 
thia court. I don't know any oi these 
gamblers. I want to say to yon that 
I never waa in a gambling house In 
my life, man or boy, nor did I ever 
see the paraphernalia by which gamb 
ling is carried on until I sat here and ! 
maw it as sn exhibit in a case against 1 
tbe gamblers I have no favorites. Ii | 
it be aa some have anggested, that 
thia man in whose favor anch discrim- 
ination is said to exist ia Mr. Wehm* 
hoff, I want to aay to yon that he la 
indicted in this cotrt, and his case la 
set for trial. Theft are at least two 
or three indictments against him, and 
they will be tried with the same vigor 
thst Mr. Alvey's case waa was tried, 
and by, I hope, aa good, honest and 
Straightforward a jnry as we had in

I have felt it my duty to make thia 
pnblic statement. I have used you 
because the grand jnry la the right 
arm oi the conrt. I have used yon, 
not to harden yon with the sorrows of 
the court, bnt merely as a means to 
make this pnblic statement that I felt 
was due to the people whose servant I 
am, that they might know how I had 
conducted tbe atewardahlp intrusted 
Into my hands. I do it withont any 
passion, prejudice, or hardness In my 
heart. 

If It be intimated that there are any 
politics In this prosecution, permit me 
to aay that I let no man surpass me 
in my devotion to the principles in- 
volved in the Democratic party, and 
\f Mr. Alvey be a Democrat, as U is 
Intimated be la, certainly I can have 
no Interest to persecute him; and It 
seemed to me amazing and astounding 
that tbe Governor ol Kentncky should 
thus, without notice sod withont any 
hearing, try a judge and condemn 
him on the ex parte statement ot con- 
victed lelons. Theae affidavits that I 
have seen were made by men who 
were con leased criminals. There is 
not one of them who is not a con leas- 
ed criminal. 

That whole pot ponrri ol inlorma 
tion that la filed is made up oi the 
statements of men who were either 
copvicted or who turned State's evi- 
dence tor tear of conviction. It was 
imszipg to me became I could not 
bnt remember that when only a little 
over a year ago tbe present Governor 
of Kentncky and bia branch of the 
Legislature fled In terror from Frank- 
fort to the city ol Lonisville when 
they were threated with arreat by the 
military commanded by the then Gov. 
Taylor, and it waa to this conrt that 
they came tor protection, and 
it waa this Governor and in bit 
favor thst I invoke all the power with 
which the Commonwealth bad invest- 
ed me. 

I have it from him and the members 
of hia Leglalatntnre that, but for the 
actions ol thia conrt, hla Legislature 
wonld have fled in terror and never 
have been assembled again. Right 
in this conrt he came lor protection. 
I do not aay this in a boastful spirit, 
bnt merely to show that ii this court 
could have been awed then by tbe 
Governor with all bis military at bis 
back, there wonld have been no Gov. 
Beckham now to Insult this conrt.

TO INVESTIGATE BECKHAM'S CHARGE. 

Oa motion oi Mr. Robert C. Kin- 
kead, who waa aeverely criticised by 
Gov. J. C. W. Beckham for the part 
he had taken in tbe prosecution of 
gamblera in this city, Jndge Barker 
appointed a committee of six to 
thoroughly investigate Mr. Kiukead's 
connection with the cases. 

Mr. Kinkead requested that only 
Democratic attorneys he placed on 
thia committee, so that the claim 
coaid not be made that it had any 
political bias. Judge Barker granted 
the request and appointed the follow- 
ing: Col. Thomas W. Bullitt, Judge 
Charles B, Seymour, Judge James S. 
Plrtle, Mr. Francis P. Strans, Judge 
W. Overton Harris and Mrjor R. C. 
Davis. 

A atenograpbic report ol Mr. Kin 
kead's motion is as follows: 

Mr. Kinkead — I see by tbe state- 
ments in the pnblic press that the 
Acting Governor of thia State in as- 
signing bia reasons ior granting tbe 
pardon to Bd Alvey — 

By the Conrt — You mean tbe Gov- 
ernor. 

Mr. Kinkead— Well, the Governor 
of this State has seen fit to make 
against me porsonally a most vicious, 
false and malicious attack which I de- 
sire to characterize ss libelous in the 
extreme, unjustifiable and unjustified. 

I do not know this mtn personally, 
nor do I know that he knows me. I 
have lived in thia community and 
practiced law for twenty- three years 
and there haa never been at any rime 
the least Insinuation, direct or indi- 
rect, against my moral character, so 
far as I have known, or against my 
professional integrity. The utter- 
ances oi this man, stripped of hia of- 
ficial poaition, are entitled to no con- 
sideration at the hands ol any gentle- 
man, bnt when he, aa the Governor 
ol this State, sees fit to make an at- 
tack upon me as Governor it becomes 
an entirely different matter. He haa 
not had tbe manhood, nor does he 
possess the manhood, to nse my name 
unequivocally In thia connection, but 
he haa sought to aasal me in his ut- 
terances, and that assault that he 
makes upon me ia understood by 
every one to refer to me in person.

Capture, and How it Was Accom- 
plished. 

Of all the moonshiners, who have 
opperated in Kentucky no one of 
them is better known or been more 
extensively advertised In the news- 
papers than Ed. Lodgen, of Green 
county. He has been several times 
arrested and tried tor violating tbe 
revenue laws, but baa usually escaped 
lightly. Since bia last arrest and 
trial a few years ago, little has been 
known ol him, though, there haa 
been little doubt at any time that he 
waa operating somewhere in Green 
county. Last Saturday it was learn- 
ed here that Lodgen had been arrest- 
ed by seven revenue officers, five 
miles north-east ol Sulphur Well, 
Green county, actively engaged in 
moonshinlng. 

Mr. U. G. McFarland a general 
storekeeper and gauger, whose head- 
quarters are in Glasgow snd who waa 
one of the party that captured Lod 
gen, when asked about the matter by 
a representative of this paper, had the 
following to say: 

"Last Friday night about 10 
o'clock we left Glasgow for Lodgen's 
place of business, which we bad to- 
cated heretofore. Our posse was 
composed of Deputy Collectors Cas- 
tle, of Grayson county ; McClure, oi 
Louisa; Randall, of London; J. H. 
Newman, oi Monroe couoty, and U. 
S. Deputy Marshall, George Thomp- 
son, ol Lebanon. We went di- 
rectly to Snlphnr Well and there left 
our horses and walked five miles 
north east of that place.

STEPHEN THEO. BADIN 



Growing on a farm in the Mnrtay's 
Run neighborhood is a willow tree 
that has an extraordinary history. 
The tree is an immense specimen, 
and in the summer its luxuriant 
branches shade a wide area of ground 
says the Bardstown Standard. Near 
Its roots, from between two fist rocks, 
bubbles forth a spring nl the coldest 
and purest water. This spring is 
never failing, and daring the dryest 
and hottest seasons of the year its 
volume is not in the least diminished, 
but at such times when water every- 
where is scarce it supplies a large 
portion ot the thickly populated 
neighborhood wheie it is located. 

The history of the willow tree dates 
from the hottest period of the Civil 
War. During the spring of 1863 the 
famous Quantrell and a portion of his 
daring guerrilla band invaded Batds- 
tnwn, which at the time was occupied 
by a detachment ol Federal troops. A 
sharp fight ensued between the sol 
diers and the guerrilla, during which 
two of the latter were killed and sev- 
eral of the others wounded, among 



Anecdotes of a Pioneer Priest of 
Kentucky. 



Rev. Father Stephen Theordore 
Badin, one of the first Catholic mis- 
sionaries to Kentucky is still remem. 
l>ered by the oldest citixens of Nelson 
county, says the Bardstown Standard 
Father Badin came to this State about 
■ 793 Many amusing anecdotes are 
related of him during his mission in 
Kentucky. 

It is said Father Badin did much 
for culinary teiorm in Kentucky in 
his day. On one occasion he stopped 
at a farmer's house and asked it be 
could be accommodated with supper 
•tnd lodging for the night. His re- 
quest was granted At supper a h «lf 
cooked plate ot biscuit was placed on 
the table before him. Taking up one 
of the biscuits and seeing that it was 
not sufficiently cooked he begged the 
good lady to put them again in the 
oven. She did as requested, bnt on 
returning them to the table, the priest 
again expressed his wish that they be 
further baked. This much to the an- 
noyance ot the lady, was repeated a 
third time. On placing them on last 
before him, cooked to suit bis taste 
she exclaimed in an angry tone; 
"There, sir; I hope yon are satisfied 
at last. Your wile mast have a happy 
time of it.” 

At another time, a little belore 
noon, the Reverend Father stopped at 
the house of a member ot one of his 
congregations and requested a plate 
of scnp for dinner. "Bnt, Father 
Badin," exclaimed his hostess, "this 
is Friday and soups cannot be made 
without meat.” Oh? 1 have a substi- 
tute ior meat,” exclaimed the priest, 
extracting from his pocket a small 
round pebble, and thrusting it into 
the hands ol the astonished woman. 
“Just put that in the pot,” he ex- 
claimed, "and add to It a half gallon 
ol water, one quart milk, a quarter 
pound batter, the half head of a cab- 
bege, six good sired potatoes, a turn- 
ip, a spoonful ot salt and half a pod 
of pepper. The pebble will furbish 
all the other necessary ingredients." 
It is needless to add that he got the 
soap. 

On one of bis visits to Fort Wayne, 
Ind., Father Badin induced a friend of 
hla, of the city named, to accompany 
him on a visit to an Indian encamp- 
ment, south of Lake Michigan. Ar 
riving at their destination, they found 
that the men of the tribe were out 
hunting. They soon returned, and 
brought with them as many pigeons 
as they could well carry. A large 
kettle was placed over the fire and in- 
to it the birds were thrown feathers 
viscera and all. When portions of 
the mess were set before the visiting 
strange, Father Badin began to eat 
with apparent indifference. 

Not so with his companion. Ob- 
serving bis hesitation, Father Badin 
said to him: "Do not irritate and in- 
sult the red men; we might suffer 
from it. Strip the leathers from the 
legs and you will find them eatable ” 
The friend took the ptiest's advice 
and managed to escape censure for 
breach of savage etiqutte.
